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A  Leap  Year 

This  is  a  big  year  for  Jews.  Big  in  size, 
that  is,  for  this  is  a  leap  year.  And  it  is  a 
leap  year  twice  blessed. 

First  of  all,  the  month  of  February  gives 
everyone  the  grace  of  one  extra  day.  In  the 
habit  of  expecting  February  to  end  on  time 
(the  twenty-eighth  day,  that  is),  think  of 
how  you  will  feel  when  you  have  an  extra 
day  to  catch  up.  Ah,  to  read  that  article,  to 
write  that  letter,  to  pay  that  visit,  to  put  off 
that  payment  due  on  March  1.  A  gift:  one 
extra  day. 

But  we  Jews  take  this  opportunity  far 
more  seriously  than  everyone  else.  You  re¬ 
member  how  early  the  High  Holydays  were 
this  year,  how  last  Pesah  came  in  March  ?  If 
things  were  to  keep  up  that  way,  it  would 
only  be  a  matter  of  time  until  Rosh 
Hashanah  was  in  the  Spring,  Pesah  in 
January.  The  solution?  A  leap  year  with 
one  extra  month. 

A  whole  extra  month  did  you  say?  That’s 
right,  not  just  an  extra  day  but  a  whole  ex¬ 
tra  month.  There  are  two  Adars  this  year, 
the  first  beginning  on  February  4.  Purim 
will  fall  in  the  second  Adar  and  will  there¬ 
fore  seem  late.  The  first  seder  won’t  come 
until  April  16.  But  just  think  of  all  that  ex¬ 
tra  time:  one  month. 

If  I  had  a  extra  minute  on  some  days, 
what  a  blessing  it  would  be.  If  I’ve  made  a 
mistake  looking  at  my  watch  and  have 
found  an  hour,  how  delighted  I  am.  A 
minute,  an  hour,  a  day.  But  look  here,  tune 
into  the  Jewish  calendar  and  you  have  a 
whole  extra  month!  The  only  question  is: 
What  to  do? 

An  idea:  Do  something  Jewish  you 
haven’t  had  time  to  do.  After  all,  you  have 
a  whole  extra  Jewish  month.  Read  a  Jewish 
book.  Attend  a  lecture.  Give  some  special 
tzedakah.  Volunteer  some  extra  hours. 
Come  to  the  Synagogue.  You  owe  it  to 
yourself,  with  all  that  extra  time.

Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society 
Helps  College  Students 

College  students  and  their  parents,  faced 
with  rising  tuition  costs,  may  qualify  for  aid 
from  the  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society.  The 
Society,  organized  in  1892,  makes  small 
loans  without  interest  or  fees  or  any  other 
charges. 

The  funds  are  designed  to  be  a  supple¬ 
ment  to  students’  financial  resources  and 
are  limited  to  25%  of  annual  tuition  and 
related  costs  up  to  a  maximum  of  $2,000  for 
each  applicant  who  qualifies.  Loans  are 
available  only  to  families  living  in  New 
York  City  and  its  surrounding  New  York 
State  suburbs,  but  the  student  may  attend 
any  accredited  college  in  the  country. 

The  loans  are  similar  to  those  provided 
by  the  government’s  guaranteed  Parent 
Loan  Program,  but  unlike  those,  loans  are 
interest  free.  The  loans  are  paid  back  over  a 
period  of  ten  months,  which  is  equal  to  the 
school  year,  in  monthly  installments  and 
secured  by  collateral  of  credit  worthy  co¬ 
signers.  Loans  are  renewable  each  year  as 
long  as  the  student  matriculates.
